occur In Chicago in a few days.

punks of Ihe police.

MBTROPOI.IS, 111., Sept. 29.—A terrible 


tragedy was enacted yesterday morning 
by which J. Frank Burden, ,a prominent 
young man^ member of the (Irm ol 
Burden & Davidson, lost his life. Foi 
some years past Burden has been con- 
nected, a good portion ol the time, in a 
social mid business way with Caleb N. 
Jones of this city, boarding 11 purl, of the 
time in his family and acting for him in 
the capacity of book-keeper and sales- 
man. 
During this time rumors of an im- 


proper Intimacy between Burden and 
Mrs. Joues have been more or less prev- 
alent, and the fact has been a matter of 
discussion betueen the parties to the 
tragedy. 
It seems, however, that the 


friendly relations between them were un- 
broken until last spring, when :i separa- 
tion took place, Mis. Jones being nrant- 
ed a decree of divorce, her husband not 
appearing'to contest the case. 
Shortly 


after this Burden and Mrs. Joues were 
married, and the gossip about tlie matter 
had in some measure died out, Jones' 
family in the muimlime h i v i n g gone to 
live with the mother and Burden. 
This 


seems to have added Lo the bad feeling 
existing between the parties, as it is said 
that the children, and in fact the ex-wife 
and her husband, took whatever op- 
portunity presented itself to tantalize 
Jones. Since 1he separation Jones has 
been clerking in the store of \V. U. Shoe- 
maker, and yesterday morning about (1:10 
o'clock, as Burden was passing by on the 
opposite sido of the street on his way to 
market, Jones walked out with a double- 
barreled shotgun in his hand and, 
not- 


withstanding the importunities of friends, 
lie leveled it and shot Burden in the 
right temple, felling him to the ground. 
He then walked live or six steps further 
forward and emptied the second 
barrel 


into the prostrate form of his victim, af- 
ler which he deliberately walked back 
into the 
store. 
Burden way earned 


home and medical aid summoned, but he 
died within two hours after being stiot. 


Shortly after the killing Jones was ar- 


rested by Sheriff Kan1, and went home 
witli him, where he ate a hearty break- 
fast. 
After breakfast he patted his' foot 


and said: "Thou shall do no murder." 
lie then went o u t w h h the sheriff, ex- 
pressing himself as feeling light, like he 
could run a mile, and said that a great 
load was taken off his mind. Three 
times within the last six months 
the 


sheriff 
has taken ugly-looking pistols 


away from Jone'i, and Monday morning 
he was Induced to give up a pistol which 
IIP hail in addition to the shotgun with 
which h i s v i c i i m was killed. 
Charges 


ami eounter-cliargeh of infidelity were 
made by Jones and Ids wile, the woman 
alleging cruel anil abusive treatment on 
the part, of her lale husband. 
Both par- 


ties are woil connected, and a strange 
part of the story is that the woman's re- 
laUons take her ex-husband's part in the 
controversy, w h i l e his reUtions defend 
the unfortunate woman.

EDITORS HBPITBDICAN : I am glad to notice 


that tho oity council ia making an effort In 
tbe right direction, to protect the brick Btroota 
by an ordinance requiring the tiros on all vo- 
btclcfl carrying 2,000 pounds or over to be at 
least three Inches wide, for there ie little 
doubt that a wagon or dray with a &-inoh or 
K-lnch tire carrying 8,000 to 8,000 pounds, aa Is 
sometimes the ease, will work great injury to 
the newly Improved streets, and especially 
before they are fairly settled and tho inter- 
stices completely tilled up. The coming win- 
ter will probably be .the most trying time, and 
the most sevoro test" that the new streeta will 
receive; and any measure that is practical lor 
them (though it may for a time work a little 
hardship) should bo adopted aud rigidly en- 
forced; and it certainly appears in bad taste 
for "A Teamster," ID the JUornmti Herald, who 
who belongs to * class which Is directly bene- 
fltted much more than any other by the im- 
provement of the streets, which Is being dtue 
at great expense by tbe city and property 
owners, to utter any complaint against an 
eli'ort to protect those streets In the manner 
proposed. "A Teamster" Is more directly In- 
terested In the oroteotion and success of the 
improvedjjtreets than many who have to pay 
for the Improvement, and is the last person 
who .ought to complain because he may he 
subjected to incon7enlence and expense ;o 
protect them. And ho seems to eihlblt a 
rather aelllsh and short-sighted vlowoi tho 
subject by condemning tho streeta because ho 
may bo required to widen hla tiros to pre- 
serve them, when It Ie upon these streets that 
ie expects to make his living, and upon which 
ho can haul heavier loads and more of them, 
every day In iho year, and make enough more 
money aud save more liorse llesh each year by 
reason ol the Improved streets, than a now 
dray would cost Jim.
